THE OPEN SEASON: 


SOME REMINISCENCES. 


The Watertown Dispatch, of the 29th 
ult., refers to the’ rematkably mild wea- 
ther of the season, and recalls a similar 
it saya: 

“It ia nearly forty years sinee such ao 
siotcr es this has beon experienced. 
Thoss whcss memories can carry them 
back far enough, will remember that the 
winter of the Patriot War was very similar 
to the present one- The'historic Caroline 
ran up and down the Niagarariver in De- 
cember and Janusry, until she was burn. 
ed, and it was lite iu Junuary, when the 
gonerelly luckless—bat in this partiou ler 
lucky—‘‘patriots’’ abandoned Navy Is- 
land. It wag lucky that they stayed there 
no longer, for within a day or two the 
weather became very severe aud so much 
ice, formed/that their escape would have 
been cut off. The British forces were also 
neaily at hand to shell the island, so that 
the patriots would have found it both hot 
and cold haithey occupied Niyy Island 
any longer, 

After the evacuation of Navy Island 
the “patriots” having boon dispersed by 
General [Scott in behslf of the Ui d 
States government, acattered in ditferent 
directions. Quite a party, however, went 
to Fighting Island, neer Detrvit, whore 
they made another show of billizerent 
feeling; this amounted to nothing of im- 
portance, but we have it on record that in 
the month of January, 1838, troops in- 
intended t) suppress the demonstration 
wore taken from Buffalo to Detroit, by,the 
steamboat Robert Fallon,” February 
of that year was wialry enough not to {be 
unusual, But it is certain that as regards 
woathex the Decomber of 1837 
sembled the present. 

In Decomber, 1755, thore was littl» bad 
woeathor and snow until the eye bofore 
Obristmas. That night, however, a great 
snow storm set in and inaugurated a hun- 
dred successive days of sleighing.”

SPEED OF Paw AND RAILROAD 


From the Country. 

Coming up the Delaware River last week, 
via the Erie Railway, we noticed several large 
tiocks of eheldrakes (Mergue).. They were 
generally startled'by the noise of the train, 
and we had good opportunities for watching 
their flight. One flock in particular attracted 
our attention, Starting just ahead of the 
traip they flew up the river, but so fast as to 
outstrip the train, which they just managed 
to keep ahead of, After ten miles of such 
flying they apparently becams tired and would 
start to alight, but taking fresh fright would 
go on again. This was repeated several times, 
and finally, as a sharp curve brought us fairly 
abreast of the flock, they again tried to alight, 
but quickly turning they went down the 
river, We question very much whether, they 
are able to fly ata continuous rate of much 
more than thirty miles an hour, and think 
they wete doing about all they could to keep 
ahead of our train, which was probably travell 
ing at about the above mentioned speed. So 
we hayein the inventions of man something 
that outstrips at least certainly one of our 
very fast flying birds. x

OUR INSANE POPULATION, 


Mr. Tangmuir, in hig admirable re- 
port on the asylums, prisons and public 
charities of Ontario, points out that the 
admissions to the asylums for the insane, 
during the past twelve months,are much 
im excess of those in any previous year. 
The total number was 578, of whom 316 
were males and 262 females, The ad- 
tmissions for the post ten years have 
steadily increased withthe growth of 
population, governed, of course, from 


of new asylums and enlargement of old 
onev, For'the first fifteen months after 
Confederation they only numbered 210 ; 
for the year ending 30th Sept, 1869, 
they increased to 292; for 1870 to.

The U.S, delogatos were introduced and 
reovived a cordirl welcome: ‘ Mr, Fraley, of 
Philadelphia, addregod: the Board, and in 
the course of an excellent speech said there 
was strong evidence that. the day would 
Aon chaie'whorl s Hew Reciprocity: Treaty 
would be negotiated, which would’ be mu- 
tua'ly beneficial'to thes» great American 
states of the civilized wesld. Cagt. Dorr, of 
Buffalo, urged the Board to advise the 
Government toamond the laws relating to 
wrecking, so.as to permit vessels of either 
country’ to go without delay to. the ‘relief 
of ships in distrées on the laker. ; 

‘A resolution in favor of Reciprocity with 
the U. 8. was moved, which clicited an 
able addrasi from Mr. Fraley, He point- 
ed ott that thére was a lirze range. of 
natural products of both ‘countries in 
which thera might be a reciprocel ‘trade to 
the benefit of of both people. He hoped 
to live to seo such a treraty negotiated. 


A number of other sabjectf wire dis- { 


cussed, but one of the most significont re- 
salutions moved was the following, which 
plainly showes that Tory ‘partisans have 
not found themselves abla to control the 
Dominion Board of Trade this year. It 
was carried unanimously, too: . 

“That whilg ia the estimation of this 
Board the present toraff of 174 per cent is 
fair aud reas>nabla, yet, in the event of its 
being found nacossary to increase the 
duties fcr revenue purposes, this Board 
would respectufully request the. Govern- 
ment to consider the industrial. depert- 
ments of the country in any readjustment 
of the tariff. y

Thon we had tho first snow of the soason— 

about four inchos—and tho first roally oold 
weather, tho thormomoter standiag at about 
zero, We shivered, and stamped, and boat 
our hands to keep warm those days, but were 
rather ashamed of it whon we saw by the 
papers that in Maine it was 42° below zero 
for a weeck—and tho ‘‘Maines” thought no- 
thing of it, 
One wodding of late took place—that of 
Admiral Poor’s daughter, and Mr, Glever of 
this city. The marriage occurred in tho 
Church of the Epiphany, the stateliest Epis- 
copal Church here, and was attended by the 
‘elete’ of society. The bride’s costumo was 
of heavy white silk, cut in frincesso style 
with a very long train and veil, and wreath, 
sprays and boqusts of ;orango blossoms. 
Eight bridesmaids attendod, all in white with 
natural flowers. 

The cold weather brought out the boggara— 
who are Washington's proverbial shame—in 
foll force, There are 80 many miserably poor 
people here. especially among the colored 
race, They think only of the present mom. 
ent’s need and are ia no way provident; thero 
fore such a week of bad weather brings them 
much suffering. They don't work if they can 
possibly help it (of course I speak of the mass) 
andthe men are more indolent than the 
women. Manyjand many a lazy and drunken 
husband is fed by his washer woman wife 
Sickness and squalor and wretchedness 
among them goes almost beyond imagination, 
‘The war drove them in crowds to this city 
and here they seem to feel in their proper 
home, Beforethe war, 20 years ago, those of 
them who were here were much better off 
than they are now, as to class,they were more 
comfortable. And yet, at thattime, such a 
thing as a colored school was unokoown, and 
black pereons were bought and sold in the 
streets as commonly as pigsand sheep. Now 
there are 80 colored Schools in this city, all 
filled to oyerflowing, but the Police Courts, 
and stations, the jail, and every den of infamy 
fairly reek with the black birds of prey. With 
all this, however, there has been advance- 
ment, Our Howard University is educating 
hundreds of teachers and preachers, all color- 
ed. Intruth, the experiment of freedom 
among colored people is percisely God's ex- 
periment to the buman race, too many abuse 
their freedom but a gradual improvement ts 
takiag place, 

A marked Temprance.movement is on foot 
here, which is a matter to rejoice oyer, for no 
place ever needed reformation in‘that direction 
more than this. It is attended by a religious 
awakening, also, The members of the Y, M. 
C. A. are interested and working in the cause, 
taking the ground that there is nothing but 
the grace of God thatcan kesp a reformed 
druakard from falling back into the pit from 
whence he was digged.

Dr, Richard 8, Dewey, of the Illinois Inv 
sane Asylum, expresses, in his letter to the 
Chicago “Journal,” doubt of a recent 
He 
writes: “The British Medical Journal,” your 
authority for the statement, is certainly not 
an authority regarding the insane of the 
“United States, who, I can assert; from ‘cons 
siderable experience, both can and do weep. 
This is cne of those gonealizations, simple and 
and sweeping, which it is easy but unsafe to 
make, Sofar as male insane persons are 
concerned, [am positive I haye seen more 
insane men weep than ever I saw sane ones; 
and a yery frequent concomitant of insensity 
is an intensity 0; emotion and  weekness of 
self-control, which leads to constant display 
of tears, I havein mind at this moment a 
religious melancholic whose lunacy is quite 
hopeless and is marked bya belief in his 
certain damatiou, who will talk, with copious 
floods of tears streaming from hia checks, as 
long as any one can wait to listen to him, 
Among female pationts tears are, perhaps, not 
more frequently encountered than in ordint 
ary life, but certainly not loss so, and it is 
not a specially happy sigao as regard recovery 
to see the insane weeping either, There is 
said tobea marked difference in climatic 
influence bowween this couniry and England 
but so far as ‘missortune’ is concerned, the 
advantage isall infayor of tho latter A 
most common idea mot with among the 
volgar isthat insanity is caused by the sup- 
pression of some aatural secrotioa, which 
accordingly ‘strikes to tho brain;’ and this 
fancy withrogard to iho toars of th:
